NEW YORK, Nov. Samuel Pearson, 
formerly commissary-general of the Trans- 
vaal army, who has just arrived in this 
country with a number of other Boer ref- 
ugees, is responsible for the statement that 
President Kruger will probably soon seek 


refuge and a permanent home here. 

‘President Kruger will leave Paris very 
soon, 1 believe,’’ said Gen. Pearson, “and 
come to America, where, with his wife, he 
will make a home until such time as our 
arms have triumphed and he can return to 
South Africa to take up again his office as 
chief executive of the Boers.” 

PARIS, Nov. 27.—Mr. Kruger began a 
busy day this morning by making an official 
call. Before 9 o'clock he departed from the 
Hiotel Scribe, driving in a landau_ sur- 
rounded by Republican guards and bicycle 
policemen, to visit the premier, M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau. He was accompanied by 
Dr. Leyds, Dr. Van Hammel and Delegate 
Fischer. The party was met at the en- 
trance 1.0 the premilér's saloon by M. Ultrich, 
director of the cabinet, who introduced the 
visitors to the prime minister. The inter- 
view took place In M. Waldeck-Rousseau's 
private study, and iasted 10 minutes.

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MUNICIPAL BETTERMENT. 


In his interesting address before the Contemporary Club Mr. 
Herbert Welsh of Philadelpia pleaded for municipal ideals. 
The ideal, he insisted, is the practical. The question of mu- 
nicipal betterment is a moral question. It has to do with 
honor and integrity and the willingness of the people of the 
community to give up immediate profit for the public wel- 
fare, and te condemn in any man, no matter what his stand- 
ing or relationships, the sacrifice of public to private interests. 

But Mr. Welsh did not neglect the practical details of the 
municipa! situation as revealed by the experience of the Mu- 
nicipal Reform League of Philadelphia. He traced the cor- 
ruption of municipal] government to use of the political ma- 
chines by men, frequently the most respectable in the city, 
who condone, countenance or promote corruption for purposes 
of personal profit. The. government is systematically cor- 
rupted to serve individual or organized greed. 

The truth is the evils of party machine government arise 
from the abandonment of the party machinés by the people 
to the elements which abuse them for the purposes of public 
plunder. But when a party machine is thoroughly organ- 
ized for piunder the only way to remove its menace is to 
smash it. 

In the matter of remedies Mr. Welsh urged the organiza- 
tion of all elements for social and municipal ends. The peo- 
ple of a city, he thinks, ought to have the means of getting 
in touch with each other for the promotion of social and mu- 
nicipal. betterment. 

There is no doubt that the lack of organization among the 
people who want good government is responsible for most of 
the failures in municipal reform. Sound public sentiment is 
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NOT IN HIS LINE.

Two Tramps in the Party Took the 
Toole Into Jail in Their 
Neckties.

MEXICO, Mo., Nov. 27.—Five prisoners 
sawed and chiseled their way out of ons, 
county jail here last night. Their names are 
Charley Vaughn, sentenced to two years in | 
the penitentiary for stealing hogs; William 
Douglass, for assaulting Charles Davis; Ed 
Riley for burglary at the Audrain poor 
farm, and Charley Coleman for burglarizing 
the farmhouse o1 Thomas Hook the day of 
the Democratic rally in this county. All ex- 
cept Vaughn were waiting the action of the 
grandjury. There were eleven prisoners in 
the jail, but six of them refused to leave. 

They ciaim they knew noth.ng of the 
matter until this morning. This is un- 
reasonable. The men named saw through 
the iron casing of the inner cells and then 
chiseled through the brick wail. Ed Spen- 
cer, the preacher's son, convicted of the 
murder of Ben Eddieman at Vandalia, was 
among the number who refused to leave. 

He says Coleman and Cullins, who were 
tramps, brought the saws into the jail in 
their neckties. This indicates they are pre. 
fessional burglars, and carried tools, folded 
in their neckties, that they might escape if 
caught and lodged in jail. Now that mur- 
derer Spencer has refused to escape he 
may be able to secure bail while waiting 
the disposition of his case by the Supreme 
Court. Efforts are being made to recapture 
the prisoners.
